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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The prior art of record teaches 
movement of a work station along a pivotal arc, for example the patent to Chang, and 
connection of a first structure to a workstation including a wiring means, for example the 
patent to Vander Park, but there is no suggestion or suggestion for structure to allow 
for movement in a rotational arc of the structures including a wiring means while in 
communication or connection therewith.
